A Railroad Train Actually Paseos Through a Herd of 
Buffaloes.

T he passengers on last evening's train from 
the Yellow stone had an experience exceed­ 
ingly rare. 
W hen about tw o m iles from Sen­ 
tinel B utte, the dividing line between Mon­ 
tana and D akota, a herd of sixteen buffalo 
were seen a short distauce ahead, w ithin easy 
rifle range. 
T here w ere several soldiers on 
board w ith arm y rifles, and num erous small 
revolvers w ere also pointed tow ard the ex­ 
cited bison. 
A perfect volley of lead was 
poured into the herd, bu t to no effect. 
They 
bounded aw ay over th e divide, and w ere soon 
out of sight. 
T he passengers had no sooner 
begun a discussion of w hat' they had seen in 
Nears gone by, than a danger signal from the 
locomotive brought every one to the lookout. 
A herd of tw enty or th irty buffalo were 
m aking directly for the train ; and fearing 
the engine w ould strike 
them 
and 
be 
thrown" from the track, th e air brakes were 
set and the train nearly brought to a stand­ 
still, while the buffalo crossed the track a 
few feet ahead.

P u llets flew in every direction, 
some striking th e ground as near as ten feet 
from the train, others raising the d ust a mile 
distant. 
T he train m oved on slowly, and the 
volleys of lead continued to pour from the 
guns of the excited passengers. 
Finally the 
smoke cleared away, and the buffalo could be 
seen about half a mile aw ay, tro ttin g along as 
unconcerned as though they had never seen a 
railroad train. 
T he disgusted passengers 
drew in their w eapons and spent tiie rest of 
the day arguing as to the probable am ount of 
lead th at a buffalo w ill carry before he will 
weaken. 
P ictures of railroad trains passing 
through herds of buffalo are num erous, but 
the actual experience is one of w hich the pas­ 
sengers m ay feel proud. 
T hey w ere proba­ 
bly but straggling bands from the m ain herd, 
which is forty or fifty m iles north of the 
track. 
From Sentinel B utte east to Pleasant 
Valley (Dickinson) at least five hundred ante­ 
lope were seen, w hich is b u t a daily occur­ 
rence.

On the 14th instant, it is 
stated, K ing A lphonso signed a bill w hich is 
soon to be subm itted to the Cortes.

Spanish m inistry therein seeks power to nego­ 
tiate w ith th e French governm ent for the 
object indicated. 
T he notion is, on the one 
side, to prolong the Ilu esca line of railw ay to 
the French fro n tier by w ay of Ayerbe and 
Jaca, and construct a 
tunnel under the 
Pyrenees n ear the Col de Somport. 
On the 
other, it w ould run by G avethal and Oloron. 
Spain proposes to bear half the expense if 
France w ill consent to the rest.

If 
our school children are not to be taught to 
avoid th o se things which are physical, moral, 
and social poison, w hat in physiology are they 
to be tau g h t? 
T h at tem perance advocates 
eham pion th e book is no better reason for its 
rejectio n th a n th at it is unreasonably hated by 
those w ho live by the liquor trafiic and their 
sym pathizers. If Dr. Kichardsou’s statem ents 
as to the effect of indulgence are correct—and 
w e see no reason to doubt that they are—it is 
m ore im p erativ e that the rising generation 
should be made aware of them than of any­ 
thing else now comprised in the curriculum.

im ported 158,230 tons. 
This gives an aggre­

tons, 
The 
average 
price 
in this country jwas SG6.50 
per ton. 
In 
England it was from $30 to $35 per ton. It is 
clear therefore, that our steel works charged 
the full amount of our protective tariff S28 a 
ton on its productions. The amount of this 
tax is 
135,320, which we have paid to pro­ 
tect one home Industry. 
Of this the govern­ 
m ent received -34,479,236 the tariff paid on the 
im ported steel. 
The rest went into the treas­ 
ury of our steel manufacturers. 
This seems 
a very large tax to be assessed on our rail­ 
road«. 
It falls on pvery industry as it sn 
largely increases the cost of railroad building.

The friends of Mr. Chaffee in Colo­ 
rado assert that the matter has been definitely 
decided upon, and intimate that the offer h as 
already been made and accepted.

The honoring of a state and th e 
honoring of an individual are, however, tw o 
entirely distinct affairs. To give Colorado a 
representation in the cabinet, it will be n ec­ 
essary to bestow tho honor on a Coloradoan. 
Mr. Chaffee cannot be called this in any 
sense, and to place him in the cabinet w'ould 
be to give the position to New York ra th e r 
than to Colorado.

York, 
re ­ 
taining 
his 
residence 
here 
on 
a 
technicality simply, and with apolitical view 
solely. 
He has been here only as a visitor, 
and has made no pretense of making this city 
his home. Though he has made his m oney in 
th e state, and still owns some mining proper­ 
ty here, he has never made any perm anent in ­ 
vestm ent in real estate or assisted in building 
u p any portion of our commonwealth as h ay e 
Tabor, Evans and hundreds of others. 
I n 
fact, during the panic it was his boast th at h e 
held no real estate that could be depreciated 
in value, and affected mock-pity for those o f 
our people who had become embarrassed b e­ 
cause they had invested afl their m oney in 
real estate and buildings. 
He is not, by resi­ 
dence or in any other respect, a representative i 
Coloradoan, and it would be extremely absurd 
to call him such. 
When men want to see j 
him they go to New York and not to D enver, 
and when they wish to communicate w ith 
him they do not address him at Denver bu t a t 
N ew York. 


A side from this, Mr. Chaffee is not politi­ 
cally the man the people expect to see P resi­ 
d en t A rthur call to his cabinet.

In this way Mr. Chaffee has always shown a 
very decided preference for himself ra th er 
th an for the party, and he no longer has th e 
confidence of the republicans in Colorado as 
a party.

Such 
men as camo forward as teachers in the free- 
thought movement were out-and-out material­ 
ists. Lastly, my own position was unpleasant 
and my health was failing-. 
As to tho fact that 
re veil led religion, as we call it, is stronger to-day 
than it was twenty years ago, I have no doubt: 
it is stronger here and in Europe notwithstanding 
the mueh-talked-of German materialism, and the 
religion of to-day is all the stronger than that of 
twenty years ago in that it is throwing of! the 
accretions of ignorance, 
and presents fewer 
features incompatible with good 
sense nnd 
charity. 


This admission coming from the acknow l­ 
edged leader in free thought in Ne\v York 
city for 20 years is rem arkable and counts for 
more than hundreds of articles and addresses 
by Colonel Ingersoll. 
H e also has had a mod­ 
ification of his religious views if not a change 
lie best tells him self of his religious views in 
the following: 


To my o!d friends and followers who may feel 
grieved at such an adm ission on 
my part, I 
would say that 1 am no more a believer in re­ 
pealed religion to-day than I was ten years ago. 
But. as 1 said before, I have doubts which I had 
)t then. The creed? of ro-day do not seem in 
my eves to be so wholly groundless as they were 
then, nnd while I believe that the next hundred 
ears will see great change in them, I do not 
iiiiik luui iiiey m e declined lo disappear.

1 simp);* stop denying and wait for 
more light.” 


These are the words of a thoughtful, hon­ 
est, scholarly skeptic, and are a tribute to 


C h r i s t i a n i t y .

elected to parliam ent w here lie has served his 
country most of the tim e since. 
H e w as the 
h earty supporter of Cobden in his great 
m easures of reform . 
H is g reatest service to 
E ngland w as In the enactm ent of free trade 
law s, and electoral reform s. 
T ru e to his 
Q uaker parentage and belief, he has usually 
opposed E nglish foreign w ars of conquest. 
W e value him in this country m ost highly for 
hia eloquent speeches d u rin g th e w ar of the 
rebellion in favor of th e n orthern side. 
lie 
and Cobden w ere our h eartiest and w arm est 


In an article styled “A n U ndeserved In­ 
sult,” the Chieftain comes to the defense of 
Mr. Chaffee. 
The Chieftain is very forcible 
in the defense, but utterly m isapprehends the 
grounds of our attacks, and shows, we think, 
a want of fam iliarity with Mr. Chaffee’s ca­ 
reer.

dividends paid, (and there w as not b u t three) 
yet he told them there w as ore enough for 
thirty dividends in sight an d enough probably 
for three hundred 
dividends of 6100,000 
each 
in 
the 
m ine. 
T h e 
c ircu lar 
saici 
it 
was 
an 
u n d erstatem en t 
as the management desired to sta te an am o u n t 
that results would testify. 
T h u s u sin g his 
official position to deceive th e stockholders 
and keep up the m arket price, w hile he u n ­ 
loaded, he sold S.),000 sh ares b etw een th e 
20th of February and the oth of M arch. 
T h is 
stock was largely bought by the stockholders 
and others deceived by this official circular, a t 
from ‘20 to 30. 
It is now w o rth only tw o an d 
a fraction. 
AA’as not this a betrayal of fidu­ 
ciary trusts in the m ost dishonorable and 
meanest manner'.’ 
D id he not use his tru st 
to 
enrich him self at th e expense of th e 
stockholders he deceived an d betrayed? 
AA'e 
can conceive of no conduct m ore n efarious or 
dishonorable than this. 
AA’e w ill adm it to the 
Chieftain that his course w as n o t th a t of th e 
common liar and sw in d ler anym ore th an 
Baldwin, of the N ew ark bank, w ho got aw ay 
wiih ?2,CC0,0CP,wns a com m on em bezzler and 
thief.

A lm ost any kind of litter will do for mulch­ 
ing. 
Leaves, which can be gotten in Colo- J 
rado Springs plentifully every autumn, an­ 
sw er w ell. 
A covering of an inch or two of 
sawdust serves a good purpose, but probably 
the m ost convenient mulching is ioiig horse 
manure, which can generally be obtained for 
the hauling. 
If carefully preserved the same 
lot of mu.'ching will do for two years or more. 
Care should be taken not to allow heavy 
lumps of manure to be immediately on the 
plants. 
The mulching should be placed on 
the strawberry bed in sufficient quantity only 
to cover the ground—to carefully shade it 
from the sun's rays. 
To undertake to give 
the proper thickness of the layer of covering 
would be likely to mislead, as an inch of saw­ 
dust, or even half an inch of wet leaves raked 
out of the ditches, would as effectually shade 
the ground as three or four inches of light, 
loose straw or hay. 
The object desired is to 
com pletely screen the ground from the rays 
of the sun, and no more covering than is bare­ 
ly sufficient to do so should be put on. 
In 
m ost cases inexperienced-persons put on too 
much, and by so doing smother the plants. 
Better not. mulch at all than mulch too 
heavily. 
It is well to put the mulching uni­ 
formly over the bed, on, as well as around 
the 
plants. 
Whatever 
is 
put 
on must 
be kept from blowing away, by the use 
of poles, boards, fine manure or earth thrown 
U]ion tiie mulching between the rows of 
plants. 
Leaves are particularly liable to be 
blown oft unless thus weighted. 
In the east 
where material for mulching is sometimes 
scarce, earth is frequently hoed upon the 
plants as a protection. 
This answers a pur­ 
pose but it is troublesome to remove in the 
spring. 
The winter mulching should remain 
on the strawberry bed until the plants start to 
grow in the spring. 


Its removal then and subsequent restora­ 
tion w ill form the subject of a future paper.

HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Interesting Meeting at the Rooms Last 
Evening. 


The El Paso County Horticultural society 
met in the city council rooms last evening. 
There was a good attendance. 
President 
Parsons in tiie chair. 
On motion Major 
McAllister was appointed secretary pro tem. 


On motion a committee was appointed con­ 
sisting of M. K. Irving and Major M cAllister 
to procure a suitable room for the future 
meetings of the society. 


Major McAllister moved that a coium itteo 
of three members of the society be appointed 
by the chair for the purpose of investigating 
I lie question of the supply of irrigating water 
in the way of increasing the quantity by 
means of reservoirs, etc., and to co-operate 
with city council in regard thereto.

Major McAllister.

Irving and T. E. 
Johnson. 


Major McAllister then read the follow ing 
paper on “Strawberry Mulching:’* 


To mulch, in the language of the lexicog­ 
rapher, is to cover with half-rotten straw or 
other litter. 


In the cultivation of the strawberry the best 
results can only be attained by carefully, 
mulching the bed in winter. 
It is quite es­ 
sential that young plants—those a year okl or 
less—should be mulched; old and vigorous 
plants, tiie foliage of which nearly or quite 
covers the ground, w ill do fairly well, during 
ordinary winters, without mulching, but even 
they are greatly benetitted by it. 


The chief object of mulching is to prevent 
the alternate freezing and thawing of the 
ground, which disturbs or breaks the rootlets 
of the plants, this greatly lessens their pro­ 
ductiveness and retards their growth. It 
should be remembered that mulching is not 
to keep the plants warm, nor to keep the 
frost out of the ground, it is rather to keep a 
uniform quantity of frost ia the ground. 


It is well net to mulch a strawberry bed uu- 


TO CRESTED BUTTE. 


Something of the Country' Through Which 
Travelers Will Pass, The Town They 
Will Find, and the Hotel They 
Will Stop at. 


G unnison Xews-Democrat. 


Y esterday afternoon a special train left 
Gunnison and started up the Crested Butte 
extension. 
On the train were Assistant Chief 
Engineer J. K. DeKemer and D. W. Soliday, 
attorney for the road. 
As guests to these 
gentlem en were Messrs. Dunbar, Jareb San­ 
derson, Howard T. Smith, Joseph Cuenin, S. 
K. Robinson, L. A. Dunham, Geo» W. Pettit, 
and a News-Democrat reporter. 


The party left the D. «fc R. G. depot at 
tw enty m inutes of three and arrived at their 
destination, the end of the track three miles 
below Crested Butte, at four o'clock. 
The 
road completed to this point is in fine condi­ 
tion and runs as smoothly as an old road. 
The scenery is too well known to need des­ 
cription, the only picturesque spot being 
along the cut below Fisher’s. 
There w ill be 
two side 
tracks 
between Gunnison and 
Crested Butte located respectively at Fisher’s 
and Jack’s cabin. 
Water tanks will also be 
built near these places. The grade is a pretty 
and easy one, averaging fifty-seven feet to 
the m ile. 
The steepest grade is seventy-five 
feet. 
In one spot about a mile and a half 
above Fisher’s the East river has been turned 
from its course. 
Two bridges are crossed; 
one at Fisher’s and one over the East river a 
few m iles above. 


A t the end of the track vigorous work was 
seen to be in progress. 
Engineer Harry King, 
superintendent of the track laying has, with 
his one hundred and ten men, overtaken tiie 
graders. 
Consequently he has added his men 
to the w ork; and over two hundred men are 
com pleting the grade. 
Track will be laid to 
the Buttes by the end of the week, and the 
com pany are expecting to run trains by next 
Monday. 


At this point the party found a wagon 
which conveyed them to town. 
The winter 
season seems fairly to have set in; and 
though the prospects are encouraging for an 
active spring, affairs seem very dnll at pres­ 
ent. 
The only enlivement now is found at 
the Colorado Coal and Iron Company’s coal 
yards southeast of the town. 
Rails w ill be 
run to these yards where over one hundred 
and fifty tons of coal are ready to be shipped. 
There are three openings, two ®f which are 
being worked. 
The vein on one of these is 
over six feet wide. 
About forty-five men are 
em ployed, coking being the chief occupation. 


A fter inspecting the coal bsftiks a part of 
the company went with Mr. Smith to examine 
the new hotel, the Elk Mountain house. This 
large and very handsomely finished hotel has 
thirty-seven rooms for the accommodation of 
guests, and if well kept, will undoubtedly vie 
w ith the best in the eonnty. 
Carpets are be­ 
ing laid and the house will probably be form­ 
ally opened very shortly. 


A good supper was served to the guests on 
the constructionStrain and at eleven o clock 
engine No. 41 was again in motion drawing 
the well-filled caboose back to Gunnison 
where tho party were landed on Virginia ave­ 
nue at half-past eight. 


Besides the coal lands above mentioned the 
road runs through the Eureka stone_ quarry, 
six miles from Gunnison, where a siding will 
be built This quarry, owned by Messrs. Sol- 
liday and DeRemer produces beautiful white 
stone and will undoubtedly prove an acquisi­ 
tion to the tending facilities next j-ear.

1 have been assured that striking peculiari­ 
ties have been observed in the fruit of differ­ 
ent varieties of grapes thus intertwined; but 
such must have been freaks, or sports, which 
are not uncomm only met with. 
I have seen 
winter apples growing on a harvest, apple tree 
that had never beer, budded or grafted. This 
was a freak. 


T. My foreman heeled in a few valuable 
grape vines last fall—Lady Washington, Yer- 
genees. and other rare sorts, and temporarily 
covered them with a little straw, which was 
overlooked, and permitted to remain all win­ 
ter. 
On searching for the vines in tiie spring 
nothing could be found but the labels, wile, 
and a few fragrants of canes and roots—all 
had been eaten by mice. 
If any reader has

HORTICULTURAL. 


Some Interesting Pacts for Fruit Growers. 


A t the m eeting of the Horticultural society 
on Saturday night Mr. Cosson read the. follow­ 
ing interesting article on small fruits, con­ 
tributed to the New' York Tribune by Mr. 
Charles A. Green, of Clifton, New York: 


1. I have discovered that by the use of 
strong m anilla paper bags, grapes may be 
kept on the vines in splendid condition long 
after the season for grapes out of doors has 
gone by. 
Passing through the vines, October 
til, three w eeks after the frosts compelled me 
to gather the crop, and after the leaves had 
all fallen, I found a few clusters protected by 
bags that had been overlooked, beneath the 
leaves. 
Clusters of the Lady grape were 
slightly faded, and the quality not improved. 
The Brighton opened as fresh, bright and 
beautiful as I ever saw it, with bloom undis­ 
turbed, *he color a dark rich maroon. 
I have 
never eaten such rare specim ens of this tine 
grape, and yet the freezing had been severe. 
They were the nearest approach to a raisin I 
ever saw on vines. 
The juices near the skin 
had condensed, and there was a temptation 
to chew’ the skin to secure the rare flavor. 
It 
w’ould seem that by the use of such stout pa­ 
per bags w e may keep grapes on the vines 
several weeks later thaji otherwise would bo 
possible, and that w e may enjoy ripe speci­ 
mens in this way, from varieties not usually 
fully matured in this latitude. 


2. Secretary Williams says it is not profita­ 
ble to grow the« Doolittle raspberry in New 
Jersey, on account of the rust. I have 
thought this rust was largely owing to plant­ 
ing layers taken from diseased stools. We 
found occasionally piants stricken with rust 
in our plantation some years ago, and sent 
men to dig out one every attacked. This 
plant bas shotn: no signs of the disease since.

The Denver and Kio Grande railway may he 
instanced as displaying more genius in it» 
construction, and effecting a greater revolu­ 
tion in methods of business, than perhaps any 
uher railroad of N orth America. It would 
not only be a wonder to th‘e old Koman and 
Egyptian, but it is a marvel to even the 
modern man of affair^, whose mind is not 
easily astonished after having beheld the dis­ 
covery of steam, electricity and the sewing 
machine. 


Colorado is a state composed of mountains 
Pike's I ’eak and Sierra lilanca are but two of 
its inaccessible peaks, for all through the 
state the huge, towering crags of the KoeKy 
mountains lift up their heads lu solitary 
grandeur, despising tlie pigmies who are lost, 
in their fastnesses. 
Narrow valleys, gloomy 
canons, ravines, gorges and high ridges block 
progress in every direction. 
It was years be­ 
fore the bokl explorers were able to even 
know how great these obstacles were, and 
then appalled by their size the world sank 
back and left this country of mountains for 
the eagle and the wild animals who found 
lie re safe retreats. 
Yet in this region nature, 
ev er bounteous, but coy and requiring assid­ 
uous wooing before she will part with her 
treasures, had heaped up exhaustless stores 
of her most precious possessions. The valleys 
of Colorado are. rich with silver and gold, and 
throughout the m ountains are mines of fabu­ 
lous richness and value. 
Not content with 
here storing her gold and silver, nature has 
piled up near them immeasurable quantities 
of iron, coal and copper. 
Here then on every 
hillside' are these storehouses of treasure: 
the hardy m iner found them years ago, but 
only as time passed did the full extent of 
of these 
deposits 
begin to be 
appre­ 
ciated. 
W hat 
could 
be 
done'? 
Over 
the 
m ountain 
passes 
and 
along 
the 
narrow valleys there is hardly room fora 
wagon trail, and dependent on wagons or 
pack animals, the miners sould not hope to 
be able to bring their ore to place of smelting 
and the machinery for reduction could not be 
carried over the mountains. 
The state was 
well nigh helpless and her wealth was hid, 
seemingly beyond redemption. 
Engineers 
saw no way to bring railroads over the moun­ 
tains and could only approach their feet and 
there stop. 


At this juncture came the company which 
has built the Denver it Kio Grande, whose 
rails are now laid through nearly ever}- valley 
and pass of the state. 
It is true, that other 
railroads have done much for the state and 
their lines have also climbed the mountain 
summits and pierced the remote canons whose 
precipitous sides .seemed to say to weak man, 
as do the waves of the ocean, “Thus far shalt 
thou come and no farther,'’ but the Denver A; 
Kio Grande has done the most and should re­ 
ceive due credit. 
The interests of the state 
and this company are identical, and Colora­ 
do owes it a debt of gratitude not easily to be 
repaid. 
The company now has in successful 
operation over one thousand miles of railroad 
and its brandies penetrate into nearly every 
corner of the state. 
Its history is oue of 
struggles and trium phs, of great obstacles 
successfully overcome, and of prosperity. 


The road is narrow gauge, and however 
doubtful may be the question whether or not 
this gauge is m o st profitable for trunk and or­ 
dinary low-land lines, there can be no doubt 
but that it is th« best-for mountain roads. In 
viewing it one is surprised that ordinarily so 
little grading was necessary. Through the 
mountains are m any table iands and gently 
sloping valleys, over which the road bed was 
easily made. 
The grades are steep, but the 
workmen were required in most instances to 
only throw up a slight embankment. .Skilled 
engineers located the lines so as to follow the 
natural contour of t'ne country, and this has 
in all cases been done. 
So the track winds 
through the 
valleys, now rising with the 
hills, now descending into the dales. Still at 
times there are obstacles hard to overcome; a 
trackway must often be blasted in the precip­ 
itous sides of canons, gorges must be passed 
on bridges hung out over - bottomless depths 
and the traveler often falls back appalled by 
the dangers th at seem imminent to his inex­ 
perienced eye. 
The grades are astonishing, 
often over 200 feet to the mile, and to travel 
in a coach on the line seems like riding up 
and down over a succession of high, steep 
hills. But the windings are wisely planned 
and the succession of curves at last brings 
the train up on the mountain summits and 
down into the valleys on the other side. 
■iThe value of the Denver & Rio Grande to 
the state is* obvious Colorado it calyafitp 


Wherever there is a region which gives prom ­ 
ise of paving mines, there is already o r w ill 
soon be á branch of tills railway, consequent­ 
ly its lines penetrate to nearly every m ining 
camp lu the state. It brings up supplies and 
takes away the ore. It carries coal an d m in­ 
eral to the smelters and gives the rem ote 
localities daily communication w ith D en v er 
and the east. It is true that the rates are high, 
but they are wisely adjusted and w illingly 
paid, for they are nominal when com pared 
with those formerly charged before its com­ 
pletion. Low grade ore is now brought out 
1'roiu distant mines and yields a fair retu rn , 
where, before the advent of the railroad it had 
no value. The coal, iron, silver, copper and 
gold deposits of Colorado are inexhaustible, 
and the railway need fear no com petition, for 
but a single lino can enter the m ost of the 
valleys, so the Denver <fe Kio Grande m u st al­ 
ways pay. Its owners need fear no deprecia­ 
tion of the property. Besides its value from 
having branches penetratiug into every great 
mining region of the state, such as th e G un­ 
nison, Elk Mountian, San Juan, and others 
no less valuable, it will soon form p a rt of at 
least three through lines. One of these is be­ 
tween Denver and the east, by way of P u e b lo ; 
this line will bo made more valuable w hen 
the. work of laying the third rail betw een 
Denver and Pueblo is finished, which w ill be 
in a few weeks. A second is betw een S alt 
Lake City and the east, when its G unnison 
line is built through the canon of the G rand 
river into Utah and to the city first nam ed. 
Several thousand men are at work on this 
line and will be all winter. A third is from 
Denver and the heart of Colorado to M exico 
and New Orleans, over its line now com pleted 
to Española, within 23 miles of S anta Fe, 
but ultimately to be extended to El Paso. 
Its 
El Moro branch will be extended in tim e 
through the Pan Handle of Texas to F o rt 
Worth, and connecting there with all p arts of 
Texas. 


With abundant capital, all the necessary 
energy and skill, this plucky, active, com pre­ 
hensive and far-reaching railway system w ill 
yearly become more valuable to C olorado 
and the country and more profitable to its 
owners.

Yesterday afternoon about half past one 
o’clock a gentleman came to this city with the 
information that a cave had occurred in the 
gypsum quarries near Colorado City, and that 
one man had been buried beneath a mass of 
rock and that another had been fatally 
crushed. The man who brought the informa­ 
tion came for the purpose of summoning 
medical assistance and also to notify Judge 
Stewait, the owner of the quarries, of the 
disaster. From the terrible story told by the 
man a Gazette reporter was Jed to believe 
that two and probably three men had been 
killed and he at once started for the scene 
When Colorado City was reached it was 
learned that the accident had not resulted as 
disastrously as was at first reported and that 
all the men at work in the quarry at the time 
the cave occurred had miraculously escaped 
with their lives. The reporter sought out 
Mr. Milton Yarberry who at the time had 
charge of the men engaged at work in the 
quarry and from him learned the following 
particulars : 


Mr. Yarberry, although somewhat bruised, 
was not seriously injured, and he fully real­ 
ized what a narrow cscape ho had from in­ 
stantaneous death. The quarry Is located in 
Ked Rock canon, about a mile and a half 
northwest of Colorado Cits*, and from it is ta­ 
ken the gypsum rock, which is used for the 
manufacture of plaster of Paris at the Colorado 
City mill. 


At the time the accident occurred three 
men, Messrs. Milton Yarberry, W. A. Waldo 
and O. II. Ingraham, w'ere at work in the 
quarry. They had just discharged a blast, 
and were busily engaged in picking off the 
loose rock In order to prevent any accident in 
this direction. Mr. Waldo was at work near 
the base of the wall and Mr. Yarberry was 
standing on a scaffold, when Mr. Ingraham, 
who was at work some distance ofT, shouted: 
“The whole wall is coming! jump for your 
lives 
No sooner had the warning been utter­ 
ed than the mass fell with a terrible crash. 
Mr. Yarberry jumped as soon as he heard the 
shout from his fellow workman but he was 
caught beneath a large rock and held fast, his 
left leg being fastened beneath the debris. 
Ingraham nt once came to his assistance but 
finding that he could not relieve him alone he 
started oft for the purpose of summoning aid. 
Both Yarberry and Ingraham supposed at the 
time that Waldo’s lifeless form was lying be­ 
neath the mass of rock. Soon after Ingraham, 
who had gone to 
an 
adjoining quarry, 
had disappeared, Waldo presented himself 
upon the rocks above Yarberry’» head appar­ 
ently uninjured. Seeing the dangerous posi­ 
tion in which Yarberry lay he set to work 
and finally succeeded in relieving him. Both 
men, although somewhat bruised, were able 
to walk to Colorado City. 


Mr. Waldo says that he heard Ingraham's 
call and at once jumped toward the inner 
wall, thinking that he might in ibis way es­ 
cape. 
He did escape, but how is tho ques­ 
tion. 
Large rocks fell about Mira and above 
him , and still he survives without an injury. 
H e claims that he crawled upon hands and 
knees about thirty feet through t.he crevices 
in the rocks before he regained Ins liberty. 
Hundreds of tons of rock fell in the crash, 
and how all three men escaped injury, let 
alone instant death, is a mystery.

LIBRAKY J{UL.ES, COLORADO COIXKGE. 


¡A p p roved N ovem b er 2,'fil, 1RS1.] 


I. Who .’Vfa-;/ D raw Books.—The privilege of 
drawing books belongs to every teacher and 
student of the college, and is granted also to 
every resident of Colorado Springs, whether 
permauent or transient, under the same re­ 
strictions as apply to students; but— 


(,4). Any one not personally known to the 
librarian should be introduced that books may 
be lent only to responsible parties. 


(D). Not more than one person belonging to 
the same fam ily with a student of tho col­ 
lege may drr.vv books from the library, unless 
that person be also a student; and 


(C). The privilege of drawing books is in 
all cases suspended when fines are due; and 
may be taken from any student, for misuse 
of the same, by vote of the faculty. 


II. How Books M ay be D raw n.—The.cata­ 
logues of the library may be consulted at any 
hour when the college building is open, care 
being taken not to disturb any recitation 
which may be in progress. 
Of these cata­ 
logues there are two—the subject catalogue, 
written on cards and showing the resources of 
the library on any given topic, and the au­ 
thors’ catalogue—showing what work of any 
given author the library contains. 
In each 
catalogue the number of any book is given in 
connection with its title. 
When the person 
who wishes to drawr a book has determined its 
number from either of these catalogues,which 
he may do at his convenience, he should write 
this number under his name upon one of the 
slips of w'hite paper kept upon the library 
desk for the purpose and should hand this 
slip to the librarian during the library hour 
when the librarian will give him the book if it 
is in the library at the time. 


If the book is not at the time in the library 
the person who wishes it may either draw an­ 
other in its place, or, if he prefer, he may 
leave the slip, on file with the librarian who 
will reserve the book for him for two days af­ 
ter its return, and if desired notify him at his 
expense that the book is subject to his call. 


III. Hoic Books M ay he Returned or Re- 
neiccd.—The person wishing to return a book 
will write the number of the book under his 
name on a blue slip of paper, kept for the pur­ 
pose at the desk, and hand book and slip to­ 
gether to the librarian during the library 
hour. To renew a book it must be returned 
and drawn anew. 


IV . Fines—No one, except teachers in the 
college, is permitted to have more than one 
volume from the library at a time, or to keep 
a volume more than one week from the date 
of drawing, and every person who draws 
books is held responsible for the observance 
of these restrictions, as well as for the return 
of the books in good condition. 
Whenever a 
book is kept beyond one week a fine of five 
cents a day is charged until the book is re­ 
turned ; and whenever a book is drawn by a 
person Who already has another volume from 
the library, a fine of twenty-fiva cents a day 
is charged until one of the books is returned. 
When fines have been accumulating for one 
week, the librarian will notify tho delinquent 
by postal card and record the fact of the noti- 
cation in his book; and whenever it shall ap­ 
pear by the librarian’s bcok that no notifica­ 
tion has been given, then the person who 
owes the fine shall be liable for no more than 
would have accumulated during one week. 


When a volume drawn from the library is 
defaced or iost, the person who drew it must 
either pay the amount assessed by the libra­ 
rian for the damage, or else replace tho vol­ 
ume by an equally good copy of tho same 
work, before he can be readmitted to the priv­ 
ileges of the library.

Tennyson’s Despair.

The title of Mr. Tennyson’s dramatic mon­ 
ologue, “Despair,” in the new Nineteenth 
Century, does not belie the nature of its con­ 
tents. What Dr. Johnson called “inspissated 
gloom” enwraps, though it does not obscure, 
the roll of these mighty lines. Mr. Tenny­ 
son has never been less ambiguous, seldom 
more powerful, never more weirdly Impres­ 
sive than in this, the latest fruit of his genius. 
Employing the game metre and selecting for 
a topic the game '¡wider-land of Jmcrarwdga 


and faith which he has usetl and illumined 
in the Higher Pantheism, Mr. Tennyson on | 
this occasion exempli ties w ithont efiforciiig or ; 
in terms refuting the m ental misery of a man 
without hope, without belief, and without the 
capacity of enjoying the ODly life of who3o 
existence he can feel sure. 
Ilia wife, vs ho 
shares his opinions, commits suicide, and he 
is only prevented from following the example 
by the physical interposition of the spiritual 
counsellor from whose teaching he had turned 
away. The whole of the poem is an address 
by the man snatched from death to his un­ 
welcome friend in apparent need.

there are interspersed fragm ents of spas 
modic reproach to this officious intruder, but 
the greater part of the monologue is an ex­ 
planation of the sufferer’s feelings, so far as 
they are capable of analysis.

Jieeu supported b y .th eir m o th er's hard labor 
since their fath er's d eath , five years ago.

from ruin.

Harrisburg Tcjegrapli. 


It has been reserved for an Italian citizen of 


Harrisburg, now perfectly Americanized, and 
therefore imbued with the Yankee genius, to 
conceive the idea of boring at the side of "Ve- 
suvius to ascertain the source of its volcanic 
fires, and utilize the tremendous power which 
has for oges produced this amazing eruption 
by fire, smoke aud great streams of lava. An- 
gelo Possi Ponti is tlie name of the gentle- 
man who has devoted a long time to this sub- 
ject, and who has now come to the conclusion 
after a'study of tho peculiar phases of the 
petroleum region of Pennsylvania, that the 
causes of the volcanic forces in Vesuvius are 
the same as thoso which produce the gases iu 
tho oil region, only that those of the volcano 
are the greater and more powerful in their 
character.

When about two iniles from Sen- 
tinel Butte, the dividing line between Mon- 
tana and Dakota, a herd of sixteen buffalo 
were seen a short distance ahead, within easy 
rifle range. There were several soldiers on 
board with army rifles, and numerous small 
revolvers were also pointed toward the ex- 
cited bison. A perfect volley of lead was 
poured into the herd, but to no effect. 
They 


bounded away over the divide, and were soon 
oat of sight/ 
The passengers had no sooner 


begun a discussion of what they had seen in 
years gone by, than a danger 'signal from the 
locomotive brought every one to the lookout. 
A herd of twenty or thirty buffalo were 
making directly for the train; and fearing 
the engine would strike them and 
be 


thrown from the track, the air brakes were 
set and the train nearly brought to a stand- 
still, while the buffalo-crossed the track a 
few feet ahead. 
Every gun was again 


leveled. 
Sucli 
excitement 
cannot 
be 


described. Bullets flew in every direction, 
some striking the ground as near as ten feet 
from the train, others raising the dust a mile 
distant. The train moved on slowly, and the 
volleys of lead continued to pour from the 
guns of the excited passengers. Finally the 
smoke cleared away, and-the buffalo could be 
seen about half a mile'away, trotting along as 
unconcerned aa though they had never seen a 
railroad train. 
The. disgusted passengers 


drew iu their weappns and spent the rest of 
the day arguing as to the probable amount of 
lead that a, buffalo will carry before he will 
weaken. Pictures of railroad trains passing 
through herds of buffalo are numerous, but 
the astual experience is one of which the pas- 
sengers may feel proud. They were proba- 
bly but straggling bands from the main herd, 
which is forty or-titty miles north of the 
track. From Sentinel Butte east to Pleasant 
Valley (Dickinson) at least five hundred ante- 
lope were seen, which is but a dally occur- 
rence.

In fact, I think I should like to bring 
out a book every year if it could be done in 
that way. I spent considerable time in Sew 
York and a number of weeks on Long Island, 
my native place. What is the literary society 
of New York? I can't answer that. 1 like 
the city itself exceedingly, and I think it will 
in a short time become ,a cosmopolitan city 
such as there is not at present in the world. 
Don't ask me to class Philadelphia witli Bos- 
ton, New York, or the wide-awake western 
cities. 1 never heard that Philadelphia had 
any literary, perception, line taste, or judg- 
ment. It is a place for material things and 
conservative people, for fat conventionalities 
and well-established customs. I cannot class 
it with other cities, and you must not compel 
me to talk about it. So many of my good 
friends are here that I must call it my home. 
There are men and women—not here though 
—who hear by intuition and understand by 
their hearts. But it is not always agreeable 
to be too well understood or to have others 
know more than you would have told them. 
In Boston I found some of these people."

CoMon's Literary Faculty.

In tho "Life of Hichard Cobden," by John 


Morley, just issued occur the following re- 
inarks on" the literary excellence of Cobden's 
political pamphlets: 


"They have a ringing clearness, a genial vi- 


vacity, a froo and c.imtidont mastery of ex- 
pression, which eiin hardly be surpassed. Cob- 
den is a striking instance against a favorite 
pica of the fanatics of Greek and Latin. 
They love to insist that a collegian's schol- 
arship is the erent source and fountain of a 
fine style. It would he nearer the truth to 
say that our classical training is more aptly 
calculated to destroy the qualities of good 
writing and fine speaking tlmu any other sys- 
tem that could have been contrived. These 
qualities, depend principally, hi men of ordi- 
nary endowment, upon a certain large free- 
dom and spontimeoijsness, and next, upon a 
strong habit of observing tilings before words. 
These are exactly the habits of mind which 
our way of teaching, or rather of not teach- 
ing, Latin and Greek inevitably chilis and re- 
presses in any one in whom the literary fac- 
ulty is not absolutely Irrepressible. What is 
striking in Cobden is that, after a lost and 
wasted childhood, a youth of drudgery iu a 
warehouse, and an early manhood passed 
amid the rather vulgar associations of the 
commercial traveller, he should, at the age of 
one and thirty, have stepped forth the master 
of a written style which, in boldness, free- 
dom, correctness, and persuasive moderation, 
was not surpassed by any man then living. 
He had taken pains with his mind, and had 
been a diligent and extensive reader, but he 
had never studied language for its own sake. 
It was fortunate tor him that, instead of 
blunting the spontaneous faculty of express- 
ion by minute study of tlie verbal peculiar!-

Temperance reformers 


should light • unceasingly till they see Dr.

We have given before the statistics 
contained in the above mentioned article, but 
they are worth repeating. In 1880 we pro- 
duced

imported 158,230 tons. This gives an aggre-

.tons. The 
average price 


in this country (was $06.50 per ton. In 
England it was from $30 to $35 per ton. It is 
clear therefore, that our steel works charged 
the full amount of our protective tariff $28 a 
ton on its productions. The amount of this 
tax is $31,155,320, which we have paid to pro- 
tect one home Industry. Of this the govern- 
ment received $4,479,336 the tariff paid on the 
imported steel. The rest went into the'treas- 
ury of our steel manufacturers. . This' seems 
a very large tax to be assessed on our rail- 
roads. It falls on every industry as it so 
largely increases the cost of railroad building. 
Mr. Wells submits , the following compari- 
sons in order to show how vast, our contribu- 
tion is to this one industry:

free religious movement that had so much ap- 
parent strength In New York a few years ago. 
His scholarly methods, eloquent style, and 
honesty hi skepticism drew about him some 
of the brightest people In New York. Two 
years ago he resigned his pastorate, but with 
tho intention of returning. He gives at length 
in this interview his reason for resigning, 
and the following is his 
summary of 
them:

. - 


Tbo situation, therefore, when I stopped 


preaching two^years ago and went to Europe 
was about as follows: Evangelical religion 
was stronger, the church* were better Oiled, 
there was more of the religious spirit abroad 
than when I began work twenty years ago. Such 
men as came forward as teachers in the free- 
thought movement were out-and-out material- 
ists. Lastly, my own position was unpleasant 
and my health was falling. As to tho fact that 
revealed religion, as we call it, is stronger to-day 
than it was twenty years ago, I have no doubt: 
it is stronger here and in Europe notwithstanding 
the rauch-talked-of Gerrna'nmaterlalistn.and tho 
religion of to-day is nil the stronger than that of 
twenty years ago In that it is throwing off the 
accretions of ignorance,, and presents fewer 
features incompatible with good senso and 
churl ty. 


This admission coining from the acknowl- 


edged loader in free thought in New York 
city for 30 years is remarkable and counts for 
more than hundreds of articles and addresses 
by Colonel Ingersoll. He also has had a mod- 
ification of his religious viows if not a change. 
He best tells himself of his religious views in 
the following: 


"To my old friends and followers who may feel 


grieved at such an admission on my purl, I 
would say that I am no more a believer in re- 
vealed religion to-day than I was ten years ago. 
But, as Isald before, I have doubts which Jhad 
not then. The creeds of to-day do not seem in 
my eyes to be so wholly groundless as they were 
then, and while I bolleve that the next hundred 
years will sec great change Jn them, I do not 
think that they are destined to disappear.

If we swindle 
with Chaffer, we_ mu->t shure with Chalice the 
bunion of well-merited distvusL The Transcript 
will conclude this homily by suggesting that the 
Little Pittsburg bo examined by a mixed com- 
mission of honest experts, practical miners and 
well-known mill men, who can tell whether or 
no the "ore in sight" is worth $5,000,000 or so low 
in grade that it will not pay to raise, it to the 
sunlight. 


This certainly is plain language and quite 


pertinent to Mr. Chaffee's record. , The 
Chieftain then goes on to say: 


That ho has protected his own interests, can- 


not be denied. That he has made m6ney,jno one 
will dispute. But he has made it in the field of 
legitimate speculation, and if Joe got the best 
end of the bargain, the gentlemen who settled 
the bills were well able to stand it. The fortune 
that Mr. Chnffee now enjows was not wrung 
from tho bone and sinew of the toiling masses. 
He has sacredly protected the rights of-labor 
and his schemes never embraced the watering of 
bank stock, or the ordinary vulgar methods that 
mark tho course of the common liar, and 
swindler. 


Let us see if Mr. Chaffee made his money 


"in legitimate speculation" without "the be- 
trayal of fiduciary-trusts." Ho was a director 
in the Little Plttsburg mining company thus 
occupying a position of trust In which by 
every obligation of honor he was bound to

circular* which was distributed among the 
stockholders and investors which was calcu- 
lated to make them hold on to their stock and 
buy more.

He 
knew that there could not be more than five 
dividends paid, (and there was not but three) 
yet he told them there was ore enough for 
thirty dividends in sight and enough probably 
for. three hundred dividends of $100,000 
each

circular 


said 
it 
was 
an 
understatement 


as the management desired to state an amount 
that results would testify. Thus using his 
official position to deceive the stockholders 
and keep up the market price, while lie un- 
loaded, he sold 85,000 shares between the 
20th of February and the 5th of March. This 
stock was largely bought by the stockholders 
and others deceived by this official circular, at 
from 20 to 30. It is now worth only two and 
a fraction. Was not this a betrayal of fidu- 
ciary trusts in the. most dishonorable 'and 
meanest' manner? Did he not use his trust 
to enrich himself at the expense of the 
stockholders he deceived and betrayed? We 
can conceive of no conduct more nefarious or 
dishonorable than this. We will admit to the 
Chieftain that his course was not that of the 
common liar and swindler anymore than 
Baldwin, of the Newark bank, who got away 
with §2,000,000,was a common embezzler and 
thief. Conduct like tin's demands plain lan- 
guage. The very stability of business' de- 
mands that^ betrayal of trust be considered- 
the worst aii'd most dishonorable crime against 
society. It is so because wo give in$n':iiko 
Baldwin larger opportunities by trusting them 
than we do tho ordinary thieves' and sSvin- 
dlers from whom we protect ourselves by 
bolted doors, cold-steel 
safes, and night 


watchmen. We will quote once more from 
the Chieftain, because the real nature of the 
Little Pitlsbnrg affair seems so Illy under- 
stood:

Mr. Chaffee undoubtedly made some money out 
of.it, but the chaps who footed the bills were tho 
euto follows who operate in Now.

"Jack pot," he generally holds a good hand. 


The Chieftain is mistaken in saying only 


the "cute fellows" in New York lost by this 
swindle. Hundreds of people in this state 
had invested in this stock because they be- 
lieved that It was good. The "inside infor- 
mation" they received after it began to fall 
was "hold on," while Mr. Chaffee, who de- 
clared again and again to citizens of Colorado 
that he was not selling, was rapidly unload- 
ing. Meantime our people were buying from • 
34 to 14 to average down the cost of their 
stock which is now worth 2'3'. It should be 
remembered that the stock was then regarded 
more as an investment than speculative stock. 
It had paid regular monthly dividends for a 
year of §100,000 each, and the directors had 
assured the stockholders there was enough 
ore In sight for thirty more dividends. But it 
matters not where the parties lived who were 
swindled. The only question is this: Did not 
Mr. Chaffeo by official circulars 
deceive 


the public as to the ore in the mine? It was 
not like deceiving a man who buys a mine, 
because he has every chance to examine the 
mine through experts.

Mr. Cbaffee, while director in the Little 


Pittsburg mine, sent out a circular full of 
misinformation. While the mine waa nearly 
gutted he tried to persuade people that at 
least 83,000,000 was in sight, and the mine 
was probably worth 930,000,000.

Third—Mr. Chaffee has the support of tho 


Camerons, Senator Logan and Senator Alli- 
son. It is also claimed that he is supported 
by Senator'Jones who is extremely intimate 
with Arth'ur. But Senator Jones is also sup- 
posed to be supporting Senator Sargent for a 
cabinet position. It is extremely unlikely 
that the Kocky Mountain district will get two 
representatives in the cabinet and this is 
against any very hearty support of Mr. Chaffee 
by Senator Jones. The other senators are 
strongly for him and will exert Considerable 
influence. 


As against all these influences .wo have 


Chaffee's record, and Arthur's upright, hon- 
orable career. We have no doubt that the 
appointment will not be made, if President 
Arthur knows the kind of a man Chaffee is. 
It is simply a question of facts. If he knows 
he is corrupt and unclean, he cannot be ap- 
pointed if all the Influences we have men- 
tioned above were doubled in his behalf. Mr. 
Arthur is too sensible and too anxious for a 
pure administration to make so unwise an 
appointment.

lish capitalist. If his transactions had been 
Of an honest nature, he never would have 
made such a compromise. 


Fourth.—That the effect of this swindle 


was to greatly in jure Colorado; that it stopped 
the capital which was fast coming into the 
state from coming in; that it practically 
stopped development in Leadville for a 
while; that It prevented many a mining sale 
from being consummated that would have 
put many a poor miner on his feet and given 
him means to develope his other properties, 
and finally that it destroyed confidence, iter a 
while, In our honesty and in the richness of 
our mines. 


If these charges are true, no due will claim

We do not 
doubt that publishers have an eye for profit 
in all this; they undoubtedly can make more 
money by providing good work' at cheap 
prices so that the masses can purchase, but 
they are nevertheless doing a great deal of 
good. They are educating the people by en- 
abling them to read that which will raise 
their standards of literary taste, and which 
will naturally teach them to care, only for 
what is really good. The dime novels gained 
their great popularity because they were 
cheap. Those who were too poor to buy good 
books and who wanted to read something

HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Interesting Meeting at the Booms Last 


til the weather gets so cold that the ground 
freezes every night, no to that time the plants, 
if properly cultivated, grow moro or less. 
Before mulching, the ground should be Irri- 
gated, and it is probably better to put on the 
mulching; when the ground Is frozen. 
The 


•writer has not mulched his strawberry bods 
yet and will not do so until the present snow 
has disappeared. 
Snow Itself Is as good a 


mulching as can be devised. When the snow 
disappears the ground will be in admirable 
condition for mulching without further moist- 
ening. During a long and very dry winter the 
ground should be wet once or twice, either by 
ordinary irrigation or. by sprinkling with a 
hose; this can be done without disturbing the 
mulching, otherwise the ground will become 
so dry that the plants will be greatly injured 
or destroyed. 


Almost any kind of litter will do for mulch- 


ing. Leaves, which can ba gotten in Colo- 
rado Springs plentifully every autumn, an- 
swer well. A covering of an Inch or two of 
sawdust serves a good purpose, but probably 
the most convenient mulching is lon'g horse 
manure, which can generally be obtained for 
the hauling. If carefully preserved the same 
lot of mulching will do for two years or more. 
Care should be taken not to allow heavy 
lumps of manure to be immediately on the 
plants. The mulching should be placed on 
the strawberry bed in sufficient quantity only 
to cover the ground—to carefully shade it 
from the sun's rays. To undertake to give 
the proper thickness of the layer of covering 
would be likely to mislead, as an Inch of saw- 
dust, or oven half an inch of wet loaves raked 
out of the ditches, would as effectually shade 
the ground as three or four inches of light, 
loose straw or hay. The object desired is to 
completely screen the ground from the rays 
of the sun, and no more covering than is bare- 
ly sufficient to do so should be put on. In 
most cases inexperienced-persons put on too 
much, and by so doing smother the plants. 
Better not mulch at all than mulch too 
heavily. It Is well to put the mulching uni- 
formly over the bed, on, as well as-around 
the plants. 
Whatever, is put on must 


be kept from blowing away, by the use 
of poles, boards, fine manure or earth thrown 
upon the mulching between the rows of 
plants. • Leaves are particularly liable to be 
blown off unless thus weighted. In the east 
where material for mulching is sometimes 
scarce, earth is frequently hoed upon the 
plants as a protection. Tills answers a pur- 
pose but it is troublesome to remove in the 
spring. The winter mulching should remain 
on the strawberry bed until the plants start to 
grow in the spring. 


Its removal then and subsequent restora- 


tion will form the subject of a future paper.

STEALING A BAILBOAB. 


An Outrageous Piece of Lawlessness. 


The Leadville Democrat of yesterday con- 


tains.the following: 


For several days past a party of Denver & 


Bio Grande laborers have been engaged In 
grading and putting down the track of the 
D. & K. G. road from the Meyer Sampling 
works to the Harrison Keduction works, and 
the Tabor Stamp mill. This It seems has ex- 
cited the wrath of several parties, presumably 
teamsters, who saw in the completion of the 
road dome diminution of their profits in haul- 
ing, and yesterday at noon they didn't exactly 
steal a railroad, but they managed to haul off 
about three hundred feet of railroad, track, 
ties and all and dump the whole over the em- 
bankment. The outrage occurred at noon, when 
the Rio Grande men had boarded the con- 
struction train and gone tc the depot for din- 
ner. When they returned they were aston- 
ished to find the track upon which they had 
been working all the morning dragged com- 
pletely off the road bed and lying some dis- 
tance away, down the embankment. The 
ties had just beon put down on the suow that 
morning and the rails spiked to them and fas- 
tened together at the ends with fish bar 
plates, which made the track as one piece of 
work, firmly braced and spiked together. All 
that was necessary was to hitch two or three

This it was impossible to do, 
as no one saw the act done, or at least no one 
would admit it, but enough was learned to 
show that teamsters were the guilty parties. 
The track was relaid yesterday afternoon and 
a guard placed over it last .night. Mr. Cooke 
will spare no efforts to ascertain who were 
the perpetrators of this lawless act and bring 
them to justice.

It is quite es- 
sential that young plants— those a year old or 
less -should be ^mulched; old_aud vigorous 
plants, the foliage of which nearly or quite 
covers the ground, will do fairly weili;duruig 
ordinary wintersj without niching, but even 
they are greatly benefitted by' it. 


The chief object of 'mulching is to prevent 


the alternate freezing and thawing of the 
ground, wiiich^isturWof IrteltkVthe rootlets 
of the plants, thi|,greatly lessens 4h.elrpro- 
dnctfve,n.ess;;

5. In testing the sennitiveni'ss of roots of 


plants to frost, when exposed, after being 
dug, 1 find that the rose and the quince are 
particularly sensitive, and next, perhaps, the 
peach ami pear. Raspberries, gooseberries, 
currants and apples will survive severe shocks 
of this nature with proper treatment, i. e., 
burying roots before thawing. When roses 
are apparently dead through the effects of 
such freezing, the outer and inner bark-being 
black, 1 have seen new rootlets push out af- 


i ter the lapse of a few weeks. I have a pop- 
' lar tree growing thriftily which was exposed 


Ira frosts and thaws and winds for nearly a 
week. I planted it simply ns au experiment, 
not expecting it would live. 


ti. I am often asked if different varieties of 


grapes will mix on being planted near togeth- 
er, or in any way be injurious one to another. 
The questioners, often men of intelligence, la- 
bor under the impression that varieties of 
grapes-may mix the same as varieties (if corn 
Well, they will mix very similarly; but it !• 
the seed that mixes and not the grapes proper. 
1 have been assured that striking peculiari- 
ties have been observed in the fruit of differ- 
ent varieties of grapes thus intertwined; but 
such must have been freaks, or sports, which 
are not uncommonly met with. 1 have seen 
winter apples growing on a harvest apple tree 
that had never been budded or grafted. This 
was a freak. 


7. My foreman heeled 'in a few valuable 


grape vines last fall—Lady Washington, Ver- 
gences, and other rare sorts, and temporarily 
covered them with a little straw, which was 
overlooked, and permitted to remain all win- 
ter. On searching for the vines in the spring 
nothing could be found but the labels, wire, 
and a few fragrants of canes and roots—all 
had been eaten by mice. If any reader lias 
young trees near Avails, or in grassy or weedy 
fields where mice abound, tlie only safety is 
in banking them with earth, a sure preventa- 
tlve. 


8. Fall pruning of grape vines is now gen- 


erally practiced. One desirable result is get- 
ting the vines down from the trellis, as the 
closer they lie to the earth the safer they are 
from injury from severe cold. It may as 
well be acknowledged that our hybrids, though 
of great value in giving us superior quality, 
are not entirely hardy when the mercury ap- 
proaches zero, but by stretching the caues on 
tlie ground and weighing them down, and 
covering lightly with earth or litter, they will 
go through without the loss of a bud. I scat- 
tered a little straw over Lady Washington 
vines last winter and they came out safe, 
while where not protected they were injured. 


0. Strawberries that have--been planted late 


this full cannot he covered for winter without 
danger of injury by ordinary methods, yet 
being only partially established they require 
tlie best of treatment. .We have succeeded by 
leaving each plant with light porous muck, 
which permitted the entrance of air to the 
plants, but this winter, having a bed of Man- 
chester, which we desire to give some fruit, 
we shall in part of the bed cover the soil 
around the plant with short straw or leaves, 
leaving the plants entirely exposed, then 
place a qnnrt berry box over each plant, 
weighed with a stone. The quart basket as a 
shade to the newly planted strawberry is 
aboiit perfection. 1 would prefer that my 
strawberries were uncovered than that they 
were too heavily covered.

Some Interesting. Facts for Fruit Growers, 


At the meeting of the Horticultural society 


ou Saturday night Mr. Cosson read the follow- 
ing Interesting article on small fruits, con- 
tributed to tlie New York Tribune by Mr. 
Charles A. Green, of Clifton, New York: 


1. I have discovered that by the use of 


strong maiiilla paper bags, grapes may be 
kept on tlfe vines lit splendid condition long 
after the season for grapes out of doors has 
gone by. Passing through the vinos, October 
ai, three weeks after the frosts compelled me 
to gather the crop, and after tlie leaves had 
all fallen, I found a few clusters protected by 
bags that had been overlooked, beneath the 
leaves. Clusters of the Lady grape were 
slightly faded, and the quality not improved. 
The Brighton opened as fresh, bright and 
beautiful as I over saw it, with bloom undis- 
turbed, *he color a dark rich maroon. I have 
never eaten such rare specimens of this fine 
grape, and yet the freezing had been severe. 
They were tlie nearest approach to a raisin I 
ever saw ou vines. Tlie juices near the skin 
had condensed, and there was a temptation 
to chew the skin to secure the rare flavor. It 
would seem that by the use of such stout pa- 
per bags we may keep grapes .on the vines 
several weeks later than otherwise would be 
possible, and that we may enjoy ripe speci- 
mens, in this way, trout varieties not usually 
fully matured in this latitude.'

DENVER AND BIO GEANDE. 


Views of an Eastern Contemporary on Colo- 


rado's Pioneer Bead. 


From the St. Louis Hallway .Register of 


November 19th, we take the following com- 
plimentary notice of the Denver and Rio 
Grande; 


We read In books of history that, in old 


times, before America was discovered, there 
were seven wonders of the world, the greatest 
of which probably was the Pyramids of 
Egypt. Yet these were chiefly remarkable 
for their immensity, the only engineering skill 
displayed In their construction being that 
necessary to correctly place, in position the 
huge blocks of stone used to build them and 
provide machinery to lift them to their places. 
In these modern days there are things far 
nioro astonishing than were ever dreamed of 
in the palmiest days of the ancient world, 
any one of which displays mare skill and 
genius than the greatest of its seven wonders. 
The railroad itself, with its trains of elegont 
cars, its powerful 
locomotives,* and 
its 


capacity for moving freight and passengers 
has in it more greatness and excites more 
wonder than any of tlie mighty works of old. 
The Denver and Kio Grande railway may be 
instanced as displaying more genius in its 
construction, and effecting a greater revolu- 
tion in methods of business, than perhaps any 
other railroad of North America. It would 
not only be a wonder to tlte old Roman and 
Egyptian, but It is a marvel to even the 
modern man of affairs, whose mind is not 
easily astonished after having beheld the dis- 
covery of steam, electricity "and the sewing 
machine. 


Colorado is a state composed of mountains 


Tike's 1'eak and Sierra Blancaare but two of 
its inaccessible peaks, for all through the 
state the huge, towering crags of the Rocky 
mountains lift, up their heads in solitary 
grandeur, despising .the pigmies who are lost 
in their fastnesses. Narrow valleys, gloomy 
cailons, ravines, gorges and high ridges block 
progress In every direction. It was years be- 
fore the bold explorers were able to even 
know how great these obstacles w.ere, and 
then appalled by their size the world sank 
back and left this country of mountains for 
the eagle aud the wild animals who found 
here safe retreats. Yet in this region nature, 
ever bounteous, but coy and requiring assid- 
uous vrooing before she will part with her 
treasures, had heaped up exhaustless stores 
of her most precious possessions. 
The valleys 


of Colorado are rich with silver and gold, and 
throughout the mountains are mines of fabu- 
lous richness and. value. Not content with 
here storing her gold and silver, nature has 
piled up near them immeasurable quantities 
of iron, coal and copper. Here then on every 
hillside^ are these storehouses of treasure; 
the hardy miner found them years ago, but 
only as time passed did the' full extent of

passes 
and 
along the 


narrow valleys there is hardly room for a 
wagon trail, and dependent on wagous or 
pack animals, the miners sould not hope to 
be able to bring their ore to place of smelting 
and the machinery for reduction could not be 
carried over the mountains. The state was 
well nigh helpless and her wealth was hid, 
seemingly beyond redemption. 
Engineers 


saw no way to bring railroads over the moun- 
tains and could only approach their feet, and 
there stop. 


At this juncture came tlie company wliich 


has built the Denver & Rio Grande, whose 
rails are now laid through nearly every valley 
and pass of the state. It is true that other 
railroads have done much for the state and 
their lines have also climbed the mountain 
summits and pierced tlie remote canons whose 
precipitous sides seemed to say to weak man, 
as do the waves of the ocean, "Thus far Shalt 
thou come aud no farther," but the Denver & 
Rio Grande has done the most and should re- 
ceive due credit. The interests of tlie state 
and this company are identical, aud Colora- 
do owes it a debt of gratitude not easily to be 
repaid. Tlie company now has in successful 
operation over one thousand miles of railroad 
and its branches penetrate into nearly every 
corner of the state. Its history is one of 
struggles and triumphs, of great obstacles 
successfully overcome aud of prosperity. 


The road is - narrow gauge,-and however 


doubtful may bo the question whether or not 
this gauge Is most protitable for trunk and or- 
dinary low-land lines, there can be no doubt 
but that it is the best for mountain roads.- In 
viewing it one is surprised that ordinarily so 
little grading was necessary. Through the 
mountains are many table lands and gently 
sloping valleys, over which tlie road bed was 
jeaslly made. Tlie grades are steep, but the 
workmen were required in most instances to 
only throw up a slight embankment. Skilled 
engineers located tlie lines so as to follow the 
natural contour of the country, and this lias 
in all cases been done. So the track winds 
through the valleys, now. rising with the 
hills, now descending into the dales. Still at 
times there are obstacles hard to overcome; a 
trackway must often be blasted in the precip- 
itous sides of caflons, gorges must be passed 
on bridges hung out over* bottomless depths 
and the traveler often falls back appalled by 
the dangers that seem imminent to his Inex- 
perienced eye. TJie grades are astonishing, 
often over 300. feet to the mile, and to travel 
in a coach on the line seems like riding up 
and down over a succession of high, steep 
hills. But tlie windings are wisely planned 
and the succession of carves at last brings 
the train up on tlie mountain summits and 
dpwivlqto the valleys ou the other aide. 


ed at the present time for mining, and it 
wealth must all come from this source 
Wherever there Is a region which gives prom 
Ian of paying mines, there Is already or wll 
soon be a brancli of this railway, consequent- 
ly Its lines penetrate to nearly every minini 
camp in the state. It brings up supplies am 
takes away the ore. It carries coal and in in 
era! to the smelters and gives the remott 
localities daily communication with Denve 
and the east It is true that the rates are high 
but they are -wisely adjusted and willingly 
paid, for they are nominal when compared 
with those formerly charged before its com 
pletlon. Low grade ore is now brought on 
from distant mines and yields a fair retum 
where, before the advent of the railroad it hat 
no value. The coal, iron, silver, copper and 
gold deposits of Colorado are inexhaustible 
and the railway need fear no competition, fo 
but a single line can enter the most of th< 
valleys, so the Denver & Rio Grande must al 
ways pay. Its owners need fear no deprecia 
tion of the property. Besides its value from 
having branches penetrating into every grea 
mining region of the state, such as the Gun 
nison, Elk Mountian, San Juan, and other, 
no less valuable, it will soon form part of a 
least three through lines. One of these is be- 
tween Denver and the east, by way of Pueblo 
this line will be made more valuable when 
the work of laying the third rail between 
Denver and Pueblo is finished, which will b 
in a few weeks. A second is "between Sal 
Lake City and the east, when its Gunnison 
line is built through the canon, of the Gram 
river into Utah and to the city- first named 
Several thousand men are at work on thi 
line and will be all winter. A third is from 
Denver and the heart of Colorado to Mexico 
and New Orleans, over its line now completed 
to Espanola, within 23 miles of Santa' Fe, 
but ultimately to be extended to El Paso. Its 
El Moro branch will be extended in tinr 
through the Pan Handle of Texas to For 
Worth, and connecting there with all parts o 
Texas. 


With abundant capital, all the necessary

MIRAOULOtfs ESCAPE, 


Hundreds of Tons of Eocks Gave in 


at the Gypsum Quarftesi 
; 


Two Men Buried Beneath the Mass 


Narrowly Escape, 


Yesterday afternoon about half past one 


o'clock a gentleman came to this city with the 
information that a cave bad occurred in the 
gypsum quarries near .Colorado City, and that 
one man had been buried beneath a mass of 
rock and that another had been fatally 
crushed. The man who brought the informa- 
tion came for the purpose of summoning 
medical assistance and also to notify Judge 
Stewait, the owner of the quarries, of the 
disaster. From the terrible story told by the 
man a GAZETTE reporter was led to believe 
that two and probably three men had been 
killed and heat once started for the scene 
When Colorado City was • reached it was 
learned that the accident had not resulted as 
disastrously as was at first reported and that 
all the men at work in- the quarry at ihe time 
the cave occurred had miraculously escaped 
with their lives. The reporter sought out 
Mr. Milton Yarberry who at. the time had 
charge of the men engaged at 'work in the 
quarry and from him learned the following 
particulars : 
* 
. 


Mr. Yarberry, although somewhat bruised, 


was not seriously Injured, and he fully real- 
ized what a narrow escape he had from in- 
stantaneous death. The quarry Is located in 
Red Rock caflon, about a mile and a half 
northwest of Colorado City, and from It is ta- 
ken the gypsum rock, which is .used for the 
manufacture of plaster of Paris at the Colorado 
City mill. 


At the time the accident occurred three 


men, Messrs. Milton Yarberry, W. A. Waldo 
andO. H. Ingraham, were at work in the 
quarry. They had just discharged a blast, 
and were busily engaged in picking off the 
loose rock In order to prevent any accident in 
this direction. Mr. Waldo was at work near 
the base of the wall and Mr. Yarberry was 
standing on a scaffold, when Mr. Ingraham, 
who was at work some distance off, shouted: 
"The whole wall Is coming! jump for your 
lives !" So sooner had the warning been utter- 
ed than the mass fell with a terrible crash. 
Mr. Yarberry Jumped as soon as he heard the 
shout from his fellow workman but he was 
caught beneath a large rock and held fast, his 
left leg being fastened beneath tlie debris. 
lugrahain at once came to his assistance but 
finding that he could not relieve him alone he 
started off for the purpose of summoning aid. 
Botli Yarberry and Ingraham supposed at the 
time that Waldo's lifeless form was lying be- 
neath the mass of rock. Soon after Ingraham, 
who had gone to an adjoining quarry, 
had disappeared, Waldo presented himself 
upon the rocks above Yarberry's head appar- 
ently uninjured. Seeing the dangerous posi- 
tion in which Yarberry lay he set to work 
and finally succeeded in relieving 1 iim. Both 
men, although somewhat bruised, were able 
to walk to Colorado City. 


Mr. Waldo says that he heard Ingraham's 


call and at once Jumped toward the inner 
wall, thinking that he might in this way es- 
cape. He did escape, but how is the ques- 
ion. Large rocks fell about kirn and above 
iim, and still he survives without an Injury. 
[Ie claims that he .crawled upon hands and 
cnees about thirty feet through ijie crevices 
h the rocks before he regained his liberty. 
Hundreds of tons of rock fell in. the crash, 
and how all three men eaiaped injury,, let 
alone iustant death, is a mystery.

•LIBRARY MULES, COLORADO COLLEGE. 


[Approved November 33d, 1881.J 


I. 1K7io Mag Draw Books.—The privilege of 


drawing books belongs to every teacher and 
student of the college, and is granted also to 
every, resident of Colorado Springs, whether 
permanent or transient, under' the same re- 
strictions as apply to students; but— 


(A). Any one not personally known to the 


librarian should be introduced that books may 
be lent only to responsible parties. 


(B). Not more than one person belonging to 


the same family with a student of the col- 
lege may driiw books from the library, unless 
that person be also a student; and 


(C). The privilege of drawing books is in 


all cases suspended when fines are due; and 
may be taken from any student, for misuse 
of the same, by vote of the faculty. 


II. How Books Stay lie Drawn.—The.cata- 


logues of the library may ba consulted at any 
hour-when the college building Is open, care 
being taken not to disturb any recitation 
which may be in progress. Of these cata- 
logues there are two—;the subject catalogue, 
written on cards and showing the resources o) 
the library on any given topic, and the au- 
thors' catalogue—showing what work of any 
given author the library contains. In each 
catalogue the number of any book is given In 
connection .with its title. When the person 
who wishes id draw a book has determined its 
number from either of these catalogues,which 
he may do at his convenience, he should write 
this number under his name upon one of the 
silos of white paper kept upon the library 
desk for the purpose and should hand Oils 
slip to the librarian during the Hteary hour 
when the librarian will give him the book if it 
is in the library at the time. 


If the book is not at the time in the library 


tho person who wishes it may either draw an- 
other in its -place, or, if he prefer, he may 
leave the slip, on file \yith the librarian who 
will reserve the book for him for two days af- 
ter its return, and if desired notify him at his 
expense that the book is subject to his call. 


III. Hmo Books May Tie Returned or Re- 


newcd.—The person wishing to return a book 
will write the number of the book under his 
name on a blue slip of paper, kept for the pur- 
pose at the desk, and hand book and slip to- 
gether to the librarian during the library 
hour. To renew a book it' must be returned 
and drawn anew. 


IV. Fines—No one, except teachers In the 


college, is permitted to have more than one 
volume from the library at a time, or to keep 
a volume more than one week from the date 
of drawing, and every person who draws 
books is held responsible, for the observance 
of these restrictions, as well as for the return 
of the books in good condition. Whenever a 
book Is; kept beyond one week a fine of five 
cents a day is charged until the book is re- 
turned; and whenever a book is drawn by a 
person who already has another volume from 
the library, a fine of twenty-five cents a day 
is charged until one of the books is returned. 
When fines have been accumulating for one 
week, the librarian will notify tho delinquent 
by postal card and record the fact of the nptl- 
cation in his book; and whenever it shall ap- 
pear by the librarian's book that no notifica- 
tion has been given, then the person who 
owes the fine shall be liable for no more than 
would have accumulated during one week. 


When-a volume drawn from tho library is 


defaced or lost, the person who drew it must 
either pay the amount assessed by the libra- 
rian for the damage, or else replace the vol- 
ume by an equally'good copy of the same 
work, before he can be readmitted to the priv- 
ileges of the library.

Mr. Chaffee cannot be called this in any sense 
and to place him in the cabinet would be to 
give the position to Now York rather than to 
Colorado. For the past three years-Mr. Chaf- 
fee has not been a resident of Colorado, but 
of New York, retaining his residence here on 
-a-technicality".simply,- -and--frith apolitical 
view solely. He lias been here only as a vis- 
itor, and has made no pretense oE making this 
city his home. Though he 1ms made money 
in the state, and still owns mining property 


, here, he has never made any permanent In- 
vestment in real estate or assisted in building 
up any portion of our commonwealth as have 
Tabor, Evans and hundreds of others.

Foots. Musicians and Actors.

The Musses may have been sisters; but sis- 


ters do not always agree among themselves. 
Tho artists of one rite may, and often do, en- 
tertain the highest respect for those of an- 
other. This respect, however, is of a very 
abstract kind, and is scarcely ever based on 
knowledge or 011 true sympathy. How many 
of our composers can be supposed to occupy 
themselves with poetry, except in the way of 
"words" for musical setting? 
The very 


words they select, and the unceremonious 
manner in which, when they have selected 
them, they break them up to suit the exig- 
encies of their musical rhythm, show how lit- 
tle 
appreciation they 
have of poetical j 


work. 
Our poets, on their side, care 


nothing for music; except, of course, in 
the abstract, and as a subject for poetry. 
From Milton to Browning .examples as 
to the contrary 
may, no 
doubt, 
be 


cited; and poets are probably not less suscep- 
tiblc.of musical influences than other men. 
But they do not, as a rule, cultivate music; 
and when lu their works they introduce the 
names of well-known composers, or well- 
known compositions they are content to ac- 
cept the conventional estimate of their work: 
a sufficient proof that they have not • studied 
them in a. direct manner for themselves. A 
poet of wide sympathies has probably, some 
sort of appreciation for all the arts.. But be- 
tween painters and musicians, who are to be 
invited to dwell together in the new art city, 
there is very little mutual understanding. It 
is 
even 
a 
mistake 
to 
suppose 
that 


musicians 
are much interested 
in the 


theatre, or actors 
in 
music. 
"Music 


and 
the 
drama" 
are 
classed 
to- 


gether in newspapers. But 
actors, 
all 


the same, do not attend.concerts, and music- 
ians are very seldom seen at the play. 
More 


than that, iu music itself vocalists and in- 
strumentalists belong to different camps. The 
vocalists think instrumental music "heavy;" 
the instrumentalists reproach the vocalists 
with ignorance of their art, and clvroll upon 
the tact that they owe their success mainly to 
the charm of a mere physical, gift. A lover 
of music as an art is never seen at a concert 
consisting chiefly of songs; while at concerts 
made up for the most part of orchestral mu- 
sic connoisseurs with a character to keep up 
will sometimes make a point of absenting 
themselves while singing is going on. 


Teunyson'B Despair, 


From.thB London Dally News, QotoberSB. 


The title of Mr. Tennyson's dramatic mon- 


ologue, "Despair," in the new Nineteenth 
Century, does not beliei the nature of its con- 
tents. What Dr. Johnson called "inspissated 
gloom" enwraps, though it does not obscure; 
the roll of these mighty lines. Mr. Tenny- 
son has never, been Jess ambiguous, seldom 
more powerful, never more weirdly impres- 
sive than Iu thin, the latest fruit of his genius. 
selecting'for 


and faith which he has used and illumined 
in the Higher Pantheism, Mr. Tennyson on 
this occasion exempli ties withont enforcing or 
in terms refuting the mental misery of a man 
without hope, without belief, and without tho 
capacity of enjoying the only life of whose 
existence he can feel sure. His wife, who 
shares his opinions, commits suicide, and he 
is only prevented from following the example 
by the pbyxlcal interposition of the spiritual 
counsellor from whose teaching he bad turned 
away. The whole of the poem is an address 
by the man snatched from death to his un- 
welcome friend In apparent need. Here and 
there are Interspersed fragments of spas- 
modic reproach to tills officious intruder, but 
the greater part of the monologue is an ex- 
planation of the sufferer's feelings, so far as 
they are capable of analysis. 
In words 


which bear the stamp of Mr. Tennyson's in- 
communicable style, we readhow, as husband 
and wife walked desperately towards the sea, 
The suns of the limitless universe) sparkled nnd 
shone In the sky, 
Flashing with flr.es as of Gk>tl, but wo knew that 
their light was a lie. 


The probability of a confirmed Sceptic thus 


admitting the plausibility, to say the least of 
it, of natural religion may perhaps be dis- 
puted by the philosophical reader, but the 
extraordinary force with which the human 
soul is described as finding itself face to face 
with the false credentials of the visible world 
will haunt the Imagination of the least imagi- 
native reader. Turning with hate and sconi 
upon the "fatalist creed" of the Calvinlst 
preacher, the hero of this strange poem de- 
scribes in language of noble simplicity how 
lie longed for the time when 
Tho light of Hsuu that was coming would Beiit- 
, 
ter the ghosts of the past. 
Ami the orampiujf creeds that hud maddonecl tlio 
poople-H would vanish at lust. 


The hope was, of course, disappointed. A 


"cheerless night" .became, a "drearier day." 
The prospect of a purer Christianity, purged 
from-the base superstitions which had seemed 
alone to frustrate Its power, disappears, anil it 
is found that— 
Ho Is only n cloud and smoke who w«* once n pil- 
lar of 
ttre, 
• 
Thogueps of a worm in the dust and the shadow 
or its desire— 
Of B worm as Its writhes in a world of tho weak 
trodden clown by the strong1, 
Of a dying worm In a world oFnmssacre, murder, 
and wrong.. 


Brooding not so much over the infinite pathos 
of human life, for which it lias been said that 
only the infinite pity is sufficient, as over the 
hard irony of events, for which, if it bo re- 
garded from a purely munJane standpoint, 
there Is no compensation to be found, the 
man and this woman are filled with univer- 
sal- 
Pity for alt that suffer on laud, or in air, or the 
rieop, 
And pity for our own selves till we longed for 
eternal sleep. 


So they took the plunge which was fatal to 
one of them, after a parting which-Mr. Tenny- 
son describes in lines such as even, ho has 
seldom written before. After this it is al- 
most a bathos to read of the "pleasant dreams" 
of a drowning man, succeeded by 
The hellish heat of a wretched life rushing' back 
thro' tho vein<J. . 


Musing on his past life, on the son who is 
dead, and the other son who has forged his 
father's name, the wretched man asks, iu 
words which are perhaps too much conceived 
after the orthodox fashion to be thoroughly 
dramatic, 


' name and fame dying out forever in end- 
less time;
